Mllar of Climax: — 

I do not desire or intend 
lo constitute myself either a "knocker,' 
or a "eanaor" of oar«ity, bat as an old 
"reeideater," thete are a Btsaaber of se- 
rious troubles that even a blind man 
could not fail to see. For years our 

town ami couiily lia\e been distinifuish- 
ed abroad for UjIIi ihe culture of its cit- 
izenship as well as ilieir material pros- 
Berity. These two splendid blessings 
have nai htaag ht ahaat co-operation and 
unanissliy la rsgard to public affairs 
and pragrsaa aoKmg oar eitlsena, but 
just the reverse. 

The prevailing spirit rather is "to let 
every man lake care of himself and ihe 
devil take the hindmost." This lack of 
co-operation crops out in many ways. i. 
e.— the Commercial Club. Many such 
orgaaiaatloaahavo beea ttatted. each 
haa lived peaeatally aad died aca t a n ted. 
f at it is impoasible to sstlmate the oen- 
efits accruing lo a town from an .iri;;u,i 
/.atiun of this kind with 100 irr ."kki mem 
bers. A year ago when a new couiracl 
was made by the city with the Water ..V. 
Light Co., it should have been referred 
lo such a elab by tiM eity oonneil, in- 
stead af to a aaasaltiae of private Clti- 
aeas who had llulo weight becanse of 
their number. A live commercial club 

could have pm over w ilh ease the Chan 
lauqua movemeni inaugurated here a 
week or so ago, which took some time 
and considerable trouble to bring to us 
agaia. TMa ia aaa of the grea t a at ai- 
traoUaae oar people lHt«e ever enjoyed, 
beiagYoth wholeeonie and inatmetive. 
It is both an annoyance and labor when 
the burden falls o,i the shoulders of half 
ado/en men. It would be nolhing to a 
club such as 1 have suggested. 

SnA a dab win ha of vital Mp in 
getting reduetioa of the electric light 
charges, which are twice as high as ihey 
are in Nicholasville, and about three 
times those in other towns lo the priv- 
ate consumer. Such a club ought to be 
able to secure better incoming and out- 
going freight rates, which other towns 
have done, and certainly better depot 
aecoasasodaUona, which are discredita- 
ble to both city and railroad. A splen- 
did club makes business in all lines. Our 
lawyers, doctors, bank presidents and 
very few of our leading merchanu lake 
any interest in the club, which a few 
younger aaen have beea struggling to 
keep going. 

A few iiionihs a;.'o. a > (Uiii^ ::eiii leman 
who tiad formerly resiilt-,! here was on 
a visit. One day I.e remarked, "This is 
tUe most remarkable lowa I have ever 
known." All listened Car the aenclu 
sioo, aad it was: "It is fioiabad !" And 
while I do not agree with thia staMmem 
in loto. there are strong evidences that 
it has a semblance of irulli. The trou- 
ble wilh us is we are too well salislied 
with our condiiiuns. Everybody is per- 
fectly willing for anyltody else to put on 
any schemes for either OMaoasaat or 
progrees, but do not wish to be annoyed 
themselves. 

In concluding this article I cannot al- 
together acquit our ci'y papers. They 
are like oar people, vary aaaaarvative. 
vary WMh aflaM that thay will hurt 
soBsa oae'a fbeUaga or laaa a oaatomer. 
I cannot tall which.

Ma.iy horses have been 
sent lo the country and more will be as 
soon as places for them can be secured. 
K very effort is beiag BMde toarraaltbe 
ravagaeof tbe fatal disease, and It is 
hoped that a further spread of it wmj 
be stopped Those w ho have lost horses 
from it are .1 U. .\/.bill, three: A. J| 
Willougiibv. two: Oldham <Sc I.Ackey, 
one. That of the latter was one of their 
hearse bwses and bis nutU ia expected 
to die ffoai Ibe diaaaae. It waa report- 
ed tbat Mrs. Jamoe W. Chpsrtea had 

had two horses lo die. but tbia, we are 

glad to say, proved untrue. 

The Law On the Subiect 

At this particular I ime w hen horses 
are dying from a disease thai bailies ihe 
veterinerieae it woaid be well for every 
owner efeneb to aeqaaint hissself with 
Ibe laweeaeeming those animals that 
are affseted with a communicable dis- 
ease or are suspected of having such and 
il is for that reason that we present the 
law to our readers this aficrnon: 
An Act lo Prevent the Spread of Com- 
municable Diseases Anion:; Domestic 
Animals in the Stale of Keniucky, 
and to Provide lirealer I'roiection to 
the Live Slock Industry of the Stale. 
1. That it shall be the duly of the 
owner or person in charge of any ilomes- 
tic animal or animals, who discovers, 
aaaaeelak or baa rseaaa to believe tbat 
saen aalasal or anlmale as aforesaid are 
affected with anv communicable dis- 
ease, lo immediately report the faci, be- 
lief or suspicion to the County Live 
Stock Inspector of the c.iunty in which 
the .said domestic animal or animals are 
found. 

:i. Be it further enacted, that the 
County Live Stock Inspector of each 
county, whenever any cau>e or cases of 
eoHimaaiea b le dieeaseofaoy doaseetie 
animal of ble eonaty are reported w 
exist shall immadlallely cause the same 
to tM investigated, aad should such in- 
vestigation show a reasonable probability 
mat such animal or animals are alfect- 
ed wilh a communicable disease, the 
said County Live Stock Inspector shall 
immediately establish such temporary 
quarantine as may be necessary, in his 
judgment^ to prevent the spread of dis- 
ease, aad shall, without delay, report all 
action takea w the Stato Livestock 
Sanitary Board, and the acts of the 
Cc unty Live Stock Inspector establish 
ing said temporary i|uarantine shall 
have same force an.l eifvci as ihou_'li 
established by the Stale Live Siock 
Sanitary Board, until such lime as Ilicy 
shall lake charge of the case or caaes. 
and ihe I'oaaif Live Suofc Inapsatnr of 
every county' in tbe State shall adopt 
and enforce such rules and regulations 
as said State Live Stock Sanitary Boaril 
may prescribe, having for their object 
the preventaiion and restrlcuon of anv 
communicable disease amoni; domesiic 
animals which may be either threatened 
or developed in such localities; and all 
expense incurred by Connty Live Slock 
Inspector in carrying oat Uiie net shall 
be a eeaaty ebaige. aad shall he paid 
in like meaner as other s x psaesa of the 
county are.
